Doctor  Ethan  Colton  Will 
Discuss  Current  War 
In  Lyceum  Here  Wednesday 


The  first  authority  on  inter-'®” 
national  relations  to  speak  to 
the  university  lecture  associa- 
tion since  America’s  entry  into 
the  war  is  Dr.  Ethan  Colton,  a 
realistic  interpreter  of  current 
vital  issues  who  comes  to  the 
tabernacle  Wednesday,  Janu- 
ary 21  at  8 p.  m. 

With  annual  European  trips 
since  1921  on  international  missions 
to  his  credit,  Dr.  Colton  is  a ma- 
ture observer  of  the  events  and 
trends  in  44  countries  and  colonies. 
He  has  seen  lands  in  central,  west- 
ern, and  eastern  Europe  grasped  by 
military,  economic  and  political 
tensions.  From  the  maze  of  prob- 
lems arising  from  these  chaotic 
times  he  sorts  out  the  issues  and 
sets  them  forth  clearly. 

Of  his  speaking  it  is  said  that  he 
has  the  rare  endowment  of  being 
able  to  interpret  what  one  knows, 
what  he  has  seen,  what  he  is  think- 
ing, for  a generous  deference  to  the 
opinion  of  others,  and  to  make  it 
all  glow  with  human  qualities. 
When  it  is  so  difficult  to  secure  av- 
curate  information,  without  any 
propaganda  strings  attached,  Dr. 
Colton  is  particularly  valuable  to 
listen  to.

Discontinuance  of  Civil  Pilot 
Training  in  coast  universities  in 
“combat  areas.”  is  the  cause  of  the 
large  increase  in  the  quota  of 
scholarships  allotted  to  BYU. 

Students  applying  for  CPT 
scholarships  must  pass  a physical 
examination,  have  completed  three 
quarters  of  college  work  and  must 
be  between  the  ages  of  19  and  26.

Campus  improvements  are  at<S>landing  at  the  south-east  entrance^reverberation  time  in  the  assembly 


present  being  furthered  by  George 
Smeath  and  Earnest  R-eimschiissel, 
of  the  landscape  architecture  de- 
partment; Karl  Miller,  superinten- 
dent of  buildings  and  campus;  Dr. 
Wayne  B.  Hales,  of  the  physics  de- 
partment; and  Morris  Snell,  univer- 
sity mechanic. 

Construction  covering  3,000 
square  feet,  composed  of  white  ce- 
ment and  sixty-five  tons  of  sand 
stone,  completed  the  flagstone 
patio  which  fills  in  the  “U”  be- 
tween wings  of  the  Smith  building. 

To  develop  ideal  conditions  for 
outside  parties  and  entertainments 
is  the  aim.  To  further  this  aim, 
large  stone  seats  are  being  built, 
and  potted  plants  will  deck  the  pa- 
tio in  green  during  the ' warmer 
months.  An  outside  fireplace  and  a 


to  the  ballroom  add  to  the  attrac- 
tions. The  landing  will  serve  as  a 
band  stand  or  a stage. 

The  large  unbroken  plot  of  grass 
on  the  campus  will  be  the  ground 
on  the  east  of  the  new  building,  ac- 
cording to  Miller.  Much  of  this 
.work  is  being  done  by  students. 

Also,  1200  square  feet  of  ultra- 
modern acoustic  wall  board  is  being 
applied  to  the  ceiling  and  walls  of 
the  Maeser  Assembly  room  in  ord- 
er that  the  period  of  reverberation 
may  be  reduced. 

The  application  of  the  new  ma- 
terial will  add  to  the  beauty  of  the 
room,  as  well  as  improve  the  acous- 
tic qualities,  according  to  Snell  and 
Dr.  Hales. 

Upon  completion  of  the  work  the 


room  will  be  reduced  more  than  50 
percent,  says  Dr.  Hales.  This  will 
drop  the  period  of  reverberation  to 
almost  ohe-half  second. 

This  work  will  be  completed  as 
soon  as  possible  , as  it  is  planned 
to  use  the  auditorium  extensively 
during  Leadership  Week. 

Outside  parties  and  entertain- 
ments on  the  campus  are  being 
made  possible  by  improvements  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Smith  building, 
adding  to  the  attraction  of  the  up- 
per campus.

Universities  Play  Vital  Role 

The  next  ten  years  will  see  renaissance  or  further  disolu- 
tion of  high  civilization,  and  university  training  will  play  a vital 
role  in  determining  which.  That  is  the  opinion  of  many  of  the 
nation’s  educators,  including  Pres.  C.  A.  Dykstra  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin,  who  in  the  current  Associated  Collegiate 
Press  release  points  out  the  vital  role  the  university  will  play 
in  the  present  war  and  in  reconstruction  after  the  war. 

“It  should  be  clear  by  this  time  that  if  ever  the  occasion 
appears  when  it  is  possible  to  organize  this  world  for  peace, 
there  must  be  adequate  machinery  or  force  to  secure  and  main- 
tain justice,”  President  Dykstra  said. 

“There  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  means  some  effective 
world  organization.  Lest  we  forget  let  us  set  it  down  — ‘after 
survival,’  justice.  This  is  a challenge  to  the  world  of  education 
which  we  cannot  evade  or  sidestep.  The  university  has  a re- 
sponsibility to  lead  in  the  search  for  justice  as  well  as  truth. 
There  is  need  on  a worldwide  scale  of  justice  in  action  a long 
with  peace,  dynamic  democratic  programs  as  well  as  processes 
and  along  with  these  the  disciplines  which  will  make  organiza- 
tions and  ideals  effective.  To  this  high  endeavor  I summon  the 
aid  of  educated  men  and  those  who  presume  to  display  leader- 
ship. The  present  world  outlook  is  dark.  The  next  decade 
will  see  renaissance  or  further  disolution.  Let  us  aim  for  the 
renaissance.”

Nevertheless,  Cougar  fans,  remembering  the  extra  period 
win  a gallant  team  of  Y men  turned  in  last  year  over  Stranm- 
gan  Sailors,  Rothman,  W eir,  and  Co.,  concede  the  Cougars  ;

All  of  them  are  great  scorers,  and  with  Weir  and  Komenich 
both  standing  practically  into  the  stratosphere,  and  Stranni- 
gan  one  of  the  cleverest  ball  handlers  in  the  conference,  they 
are  bound  to  get  shots. 

The  Cougar  side  of  the  ledger  is  not  too  much  in  the  red 
however.  They  know  that  they  are  in  for  a battle,  and  they 
have  been  preparing  all  week  to  fight  with  all  they’ve  got. 

Also,  the  Cougars  have  some  scorers  of  their  own  in  little 
Dwane  “Deacon”  Esplin  and  Frank  “Skinny”  Fullmer,  both  of 
whom  have  racked  up  impressive  scores  in  pre-season  competi- 
tion and  have  a point  average  per  game  that  will  rank  with  any 
of  them.
